TO RENEW WAR 


Armistice Terms Means Uncon- 


ditional Surrender, 


TO QiiiT ALL OCCUPIED LAND 


Germany Must Give Up Large Part of 


Navy, Surrender All War Material 
and Make Good All Damage Dono 
by Armies. 


The world war ended at six o'clock 


Monday 
morning, Washington time, 


with revolution iu Germany and with 
William Hohenzollern, former emper- 
or, a fugitive from his native land. 


The momentous news of the ending' 


of the war was given to newspaper 
correspondents verbally by an official 
of the state department. He said: 


"The armistice has been signed. 
It 


was signed at five o'clock A. M., Paris 
time, and hostilities will 
cense 
at 


eleven o'clock this (Monday) morning, 
Paris time." 


Terms of the armistice which end 


tho world war, because they strip Ger- 
many of the power to renew it, were 
announced by President Wilson in an 
address to congress assembled in joint 
session. 


Evacuation of all the invaded terri- 


tories, as well as Alsace-Lorraine. 


Reparation for oil damage done. - 
Occupation by allied forces of prin- 


cipal gateways to Germany. 


Handing over of the principal units 


of the German high seas fleet , 


Disarm Germany. 


Surrender of enough war materials 


to~ practically 
disarm 
the 
German 


forces. 


The occupation by American and 


allied forces of strategic gateways to 
Germany. 


These are the principal features of 


the armistice signed by Germany as 
disclosed by President Wilson in his 
address to congress. 


The strict military terms of the 


armistice are embraced in eleven spe- 
cifications. 
They include the evacu- 


ation of all invaded territories, the 
withdrawal of the German troops from 
the left bank of the Rhine and the 
surrender of all supplies of war. 


The terms also provide for the aban- 


donment by Germany of the treaties 
of Bucharest and Brest-Lltovsk. 


The naval conditions provide for the 


surrender of 100 submarines, fifty de- 
stroyers, six battle cruisers, ten battle- 
ships,'eight light cruisers and other 
miscellaneous ships. 


All allied vessels in* German hands 


are to be surrendered and Germany is 
to notify neutrals that they are free 
to trade at once on the seas with the 
allied countries. 


Among the financial terms included 


are restitution for damage don*> by the 
German armies; restitution 
of 
the 


cash taken from the National Bank'of 
Belgium and return 
of 
gold taken 


from Russia and Rumania. 


The military terms include the sur- 


render of 5000 guns, half field and 
half light artillery; 30,000 
machine 


guns, 3000 flames throvrers and 2000 
airplanes. 


The surrender of 5000 locomotives, 


150.000 wagons, 10,000 motor lorries, 
the railways of Alsace-Lorraine for 
use by the allies and stores of coal 
and iron also are included. 


Prisoners Repartriated. 


The Immediate repatriation of all 


allied and American prisoners with- 
out reciprocal action by the allies also 
Is included. 


Tn connection with the evacuation 


of the left hank of the Rhine, it 
provided the allies 
shall 
hold 
the 


crossings of the river at Coblentx. and 
Mnyencc, together with bridgeheads 
and a thirty kilometer (19 miles) ra- 
dius. 


Tho right banks of the Rhineland is 


to become a neutral zone and the bank 
held hy the Germans is to be evacu- 
ated in nineteen days. 
The armistice 


Is for,thirty days, but the president 
.spoke of the war as "coming to an 
end." 


German troops are to retire nt once 


from any territory held hy Russia, 
Rumania and Turkey before the war.

Armistice Terms Mu m Uncon. 


ditional Surrender. 


TO QUiT ALL OCCUPIED LAND 


Germany Must Give Up Large Part of 
Navy, Surrender All War Material 
and Make Good All Damage Dons 
by Armies. 


The world war ended at six o'clock 
Monday 
morning, 
Washington time, 
with revolution in Germany and with 
William Hohenzollern, former emper­ 
or, a fugitive from his native land. 
The momentous news of the ending' 
of the war was given to newspaper 
correspondents verbally by an otllelal 
of the state department. 
He said: 
“The armistice has been signed. 
It 
wTas signed at five o'clock A. M.t Paris 
time, and hostilities 
will 
cease 
at 
eleven o’clock this (Monday) morning, 
Paris time.” 
* 
Terms of the armistice which end 
the world war, because they strip Ger­ 
many of the power to renew it, wrere 
announced by President Wilson In an 
address to congress assembled in joint 
session. 
Evacuation of all the invaded terri­ 
tories, as well as Alsace-Lorraine. 
Reparation for all damage done. • 
Occupation by allied forces of prin­ 
cipal gateways to Germany. 
Handing over of the principal units 
of the German high seas lleet. , 


Disarm Germany. 
Surrender of enough war materials 
to practically 
disarm 
the 
German 
forces. 
The occupation by American and 
allied forces of strategic gateways to 
Germany. 
These are the principal features of 
the armistice signed by Germany as 
disclosed by President Wilson In his 
address to congress. 
The strict military terms of the 
armistice are embraced in eleven spe­ 
cifications. 
They include the evacu­ 
ation of all invaded territories, the 
withdrawal of the German troops from 
the left bank of the Rhine and the 
surrender of all supplies of war. 
The terms also provide for the aban­ 
donment by Germany of the treaties 
of Bucharest: and Brest-Litovsk. 
The naval conditions provide for the 
surrender of 100 submarines, fifty de­ 
stroy ers, six battle cruisers, ten battle­ 
ships,‘eight light cruisers and other 
miscellaneous ships. 
All allied vessels hf German hands 
are to be surrendered and Germany Is 
to notify neutrals that they are free 
to trade at once on the seas with the 
allied countries. 
Among the financial terms included 
are restitution for damage don# by the 
German armies; restitution 
of 
the 
cash taken from the National Bank'of 
Belgium and return 
of 
gold taken 
from Russia and Rumania. 
The military terms Include the sur­ 
render of 5000 guns, half field and 
half light artillery; 30,000 machine 
guns, 3000 flames throwers and 2000 
airplanes. 
The surrender of 5000 locomotives, 
fiO.OOO wagons, 10,000 motor lorries, 
the railways of Alsace-Lorraine for 
use by the allies and stores of coal 
and iron also are Included. 
Prisoners Repatriated. 
The immediate repatriation of all 
allied and American prisoners with­ 
out reciprocal action by the allies also 
Is included. 
In connection with the evacuation 
of the left bank of the Rhine, It is 
provided the allies 
shall 
hold 
the 
crossings of the river at Cohlentz and 
Mayence, together wfIih bridgeheads 
and a thirty kilometer (19 miles) ra­ 
dius. 
The right banks of the Rhineland Is 
to become a neutral zone and the bank 
held by the Germans is to be evacu­ 
ated Jn nineteen days. The armistice 
Js for#thirty days, but the president 
spoke of the war as “coming to an 
end." 
German troops are to retire at once 
from any territory held by Russia, 
Rumania and Turkey before the war. 
The allied forces are to have access 
to 
the 
evacuated 
territory either 
through Danzig or by the river Vis- 
tului* The unconditional capitulation 
of all German forces in East Africa 
within one month is provided. 
The repatriation 
within 
fourteen 
days of the thousands of unfortunate 
civilians deported from France and 
Belgium also Is required. 
Freedom of access to the Balrjc Sea, 
with power to occupy German forts 
In the Kattegat, Js another provision. 
The Germans also must rcvssl feta­

THE GERMAN EMPEROR 


The Kaiser Who Abdleated and 


Fled to Holland. 


hlockadc Is to remain unchanged dur­ 
ing the period of armistice. 
The president made it plain flint 
the nations which 
have 
overthrown 
the military masters of Germany will 
attempt to guide the German people 
safely to the family of nations of de­ 
mocracy. 
Besides the surrender of the 100 
submarine's, it is required that all oth­ 
ers shall have their crews paid off, put 
out of commission and placed under 
the supervision 
of 
the 
allied and 
American naval forces. 
German troops which have not left 
the Invaded territories, which specill- 
cally includes Alsace-Lorraine, within 
fourteen days become prisoners ot 
war. 
These are the “high spots” of the 
terms as the president read them to 
congress. 
Germany's acceptance ot 
them, he said, signalized the end ot 
the war, because it made her power­ 
less to renew it. 
All p<d*ts on the Black Sea occupied 
by the Gormans are to bo surrendered. 
The Russian war vessels recently talc« 
on by tlie German naval forces also 
are to be surrendered to the allies. 


HOLLAND TO INTERM 


WM. HOHENZOLLERN 


It is reported on good authority 
that Wilhelm Hohen/.ollern, the for­ 
mer German emperor will be Interned 
In Holland. 
The ex-kaiser, his eldest aon, and 
Field > |rshal von Mlndenburg, it is 
learned from a reliable source, are in 
a railway train near the station of 
E.vsten awaiting the decision of the 
Dutch government. 
The blinds on 
the train are down. 
A Copenhagen's despatch to Reuter's 
says it is semi-ofliclally reported in 
Berlin that the emperor, accompanied 
by ten men, has arrived Jn Arnheim 
and occupied Count von Bent nick's 
chateau. 
A despatch to the Exchange Tele­ 
graph 
company 
from 
Copenhagen 
quotes the PolJtiken as saying when 
the German emperor arrived at .Maas­ 
tricht he was accompanied by the em­ 
press. 
It Is said tlie Dutch government 
faces difficulty as to its treatment of 
the unwelcome visitors. 
Many con­ 
tend ¿Uni William Hohen/.ollern and 
his eldest son are still German sol­ 
diers, and must be Interned. 
Others 
urge they should be sent back to Ger­ 
many. Others argue that they cannot 
be prevented visiting their old friends. 
Count von ReiuJnck, 
Virtually the whole German general 
staff accompanied the one-time emper­ 
or, and ten automobiles carried the 
party to Bysden on the Dutch fron­ 
tier Sunday morning.

NUN REVOLT 


IS' SPREADING 


The German revolution Is steadily 
progressing t] rough«nit the empire, 
says a German wireless despatch fro» 
Berlin. 
Soldiers' and workers' councils aro 
being established everywhere. 
In general the change of govern­ 
ment, the message adds, has occur­ 
red without appreciable disturbance 
of economic order or bloodshed. 
Field Marshal -von Illndcnhurg has 
placed himself and the German army 
at the disposition of the now people's 
government at Berlin, says a despatch 
from the German capital by way of 
Copenhagen. 
The German Independent Socialists 
have proposed Dr. Karl Liebknecht, 
Hugo Tin a so and IT%mt Barth as mem­ 
bers of the government, a German 
wireless message announces. 
Regarding the negotiations between 
tho Socialists, 
the 
leader 
of 
the 
Social 
Democrats 
announces, 
the 
message adds, that both parties are 
seeking a Socialist republic, but will 
n*5k the people and a constituent as­ 
sembly to decide. 
The Social Democrats have reject­ 
ed the demand of the Independents 
thnt the whole executive, legislative 
and judicial power should be given 
representatives of the workers and 
soldiers as “being a dictatorship of a 
part of one class, contradicting demo­ 
cratic principles.’’ 
The Socialists de­ 
clined also to exclude the middle class 
from the government In view of the 
necessity of maintaining the supply 
of food.

The revolt lias not yet spread through­ 
out the whole empire, but fourteen 
of the twenty-six states, Including all 
four kingdoms and all other important 
states, are reported securely in the 
hands of the revolutionists 
King Friedrich August, of Saxony, 
has been dethroned, according to an 
ofliHal telegram from Berlin. 
The grand duke of Oldenburg has 
been dethroned, and the grand duke of 
Mecklenberg-Schwerin has abdicated, 
according to despatches from Ham­ 
burg. 
The 
Hamburg 
Nachriehtoj*. 
which reports the abdication of the 
grand duke, says that a government 
for Mecklenberg has been formed by 
a workers* and soldiers’ council, 
H«4sse-Darmstndt has declared itself 
a free Socialist republic until a Ger­ 
man republic was established, accord­ 
ing to a Wolff bureau despatch from 
Berlin. 
It is reported that the garri­ 
son at Dresden is In the hands of a 
provisional and workmens' council. 
The twelve small states which ap­ 
parently are not yet affected cannot 
hope, it is believed, to stay the trl 
umplial progress of the Socialists. 
The kingdom of Württemberg has 
been declared a republic and the king 
has announced lie will not stand In 
the way of any movement demanded 
by a majority of the people. 
The free cities of Hamburg, Bre­ 
men and Luebeck, are ruled by Social­ 
ists. 
In Berlin the great street demon­ 
strations 
took 
place 
Sunday, « the 
marchers carrying banners, with the 
inscription, 
“Freedom, 
Peace 
and 
Bread,” and singing the working men's 
“Marseillaise." The Socialist leader«, 
Goehre and Sudekum, who are officers 
In the Inndwehr, have issued an ap­ 
peal to all officers not to provoke use­ 
less bloodshed. 
Deputy Ebert and other party lead­ 
ers have formed a committee of twelve 
men representing the larger political 
faction*, to facilitate co-operatIon with 
the soldiers' council. 
No German press comment on the 
situation has reached Copenhagen over 
the Socialist-controlled wires, except 
a brief appeal by Germania, the cen­ 
trist organ, to the people to remember 
that the adoption 
of 
Bolsheviklsni 
would mean continued war with the 
allies and misery for the people. 
The independent Socialists, accord­ 
ing to a special despatch to the Ber- 
Ungske Tldende, are demanding fur­ 
ther concessions. 
A 
semi-official 
telegram 
received 
from Berlin says that the soldiers’ 
council has issued a proclamation an­ 
nouncing that it has taken over mili­ 
tary administration and that its or­ 
ders must be obeyed. 
The proclama­ 
tion, in part, says: 
“Comrades, we have bled and bat­ 
tled together. 
We will lead Germany 
toward happy future. 
Be absoluts ty 
true to our people.

Porous Charcoal Which Acts 


as Filter in War Gas Mask 


"How does the government make gas 


masks out of peach stones?" is a ques- 
tion that every school pupil has asked 
of puzzled parents since the schools 
have begun the collection of peach and 
plum stones to fight German gas. 


The answer is that the stones are 


not made into masks, but are trans- 
formed into charcoal that la used in 
the masks. 


The American Chemical society In a 


bulletin explains the matter in thin 
way: 


"Peach stones are used as the raw 


material for making the best grade of 
absorbent charcoal ever produced; and 
the charcoal is used in the respirator 
for absorbing the deadly gases in the 
inspired air. 


"How does charcoal act? In the first 


place, it is exceedingly porous. It is 
produced, by roasting wood, dried 
blood, or other organic material, and 
this roasting decomposes the material 
into two parts, one of them gaseo'us, 
which passes off from the retorts, and 
one of them solid, which remains be- 
hind as charcoal. Every minute cell 
of the wood and every part of a cell 
ives up some of the gas during the op- 
eration and thus leaves minute pore1? 
all through the material. Thus the wood 
charcoal that we know is very bulky 
for its weight and contains innumer- 
able fine pores. Now this highly por- 
ous charcoal has a remarkable prop- 
erty of absorbing certain kinds of sub- 
stances. 


"In the gas mask contaminated air 


passes through a layer of highly ac- 
tive carbon before( it reaches the 
mouth, and the poisonous material is 
absorbed. It is apparent that the more 
active the charcoal is, the more the 
absorbing power can be packed into 
the small box on the front of the mask. 
Now, 
all charcoal from all sources i=J 


not equally active. Hence, before char- 
coal was used successfully in masks a 
very active form had to be produced. 
And it was found that the hard, dense, 
compact substance of nut shells and 
fruit stones formed the most con- 
densed and actively absorbing char- 
coal. The pores of the charred mate- 
rial" are infinitely fine and numerous 
and hence a given volume of the car- 
bon will do far more work than the 
same volume of other kinds of char- 
coal."

for 
distribution, and, consequently, 


come looking for these faithful and 
trustworthy guardians, especially In 
view of the wholesale robberies and 
the sinister activities of numerous 
gangs of youthful thieves. 
As you 


know, a close watch has to be kept 
over the power belts' in the factories 
to prevent their disappearance, as is 
also the case with lumber in the yards, 
and all kinds of goods in the stores 
and warehouses. 


"Many women, whose husbands are 


at the front, .are afraid to stay alone 
and wish at least to have a watchful 
animal with them to give warning of 
the presence of strangers at the door, 
through growling or barking. So the 
dog has become a much desired ani- 
mal. People willingly pay the $4 tax 
and don't seem to worry about the 
problem of supplying the dog with 
food if they can thus get a keen-eared 
and loyal guardian.

very dear now. A 'Doberman' costs 
from $00 to $200; shepherds, up to 
$120; coachdogs, up to $40; fox ter-

NO OCCASION FOR PANIC 


Spanish influenza, which appeared In 


Spain in May, has all the appearances 
of grip, or la grippe, which has swept 
over the world in numerous epidemics 
as far back as history runs. Hippoc- 
rates refers to an epidemic in 412 
B. C., which is regarded by many to 
have been influenza. 
Every century 
his had Its attacks. Beginning with 
1831 this country has had five epidem- 
ics, the last in 18S9-90. 


There is no occasion for panic—influ- 


enza itself has a very low percentage 
of fatalities—not over one death out 
ot every 400 cases, according to the 
N. C. board of health. The chief danger 
lies in complications arising, attack- 
Ing principally patients in a run-down 
condition—those who don't go to bed 
eoon enough or those who get up too 
early. 


THE SYMPTOMS 


Grip, or influenza, as it is now called, 


usually begins with a chill, followed by 
aching, feverishness, and sometimes 
nausea and dizziness, and a general 
feeling of weakness and depression. 
The temperature is from 100 to 104, 
and the fever usually lasts from three 
to five days. 
The germs attack the 


mucous membrane or lining of the air 
passages, nose, throat and bronchial 
tubes; there is usually a hard cough, 
especially bad at night; oftentimes a 
sore throat or tonsillitis, and frequently 
all the appearances of a severe head 
cold. 


THE TREATMENT 


Go to bed at the first symptoms, not 


only for your own sake, but to avoid 
spreading the disease to others—take 
a purgative, eat plenty of nourishing 
food, remain perfectly quiet and don't 
worry. 
Quinine, aspirin or Dover's

Great Demand in Vienna for 
Watchdogs and Prices Have 
Been Raised in Proportion.

The increasing Insecurity of life and 
property in Vienna has brought about 
a great demand for good watchdogs, 
according to the following interview 
with an official of the Vienna Animal 
hospital, printed In a recent issue of 
the Neues Wiener Journal: 
“It Is a fact that persc^is frequently 
come here early in the morning seek­ 
ing dogs before our office hours begin. 
Most of them are wives of business 
men, foremen, professional men and 
others, who have been called to the 
colors, but there are also women who 
have learned that we have nice dogs 
for 
distribution 
and, 
consequently, 
come looking for these faithful and 
trustworthy guardians, especially in 
view of the wholesale robberies and 
the sinister activities of numerous 
gangs of youthful thieves. 
As you 
know, a close watch has to be kept 
over the power belttf in the factories 
to prevent their disappearance, as is 
also the case with lumber in the yards, 
and all kinds of goods in the stores 
and warehouses. 
“Many women, w'hose husbands are 
at the front, ,are afraid to stay alone 
and wish at least to have a watchful 
animal with them to give warning of 
the presence of strangers at the door, 
through growling or barking. 
So the

People willingly pay the $4 tax 
and don’t seem to wforry about the 
problem of supplying the dog with 
food if they can thus get a keen-eared 
and loyal guardian.

Fruit Pits Make a Highly 
Porous Charcoal Which Acts 
as Filter in War Gas Mask 


••How doe? the government make gas 
masks out of peach stonosf” Is a ques­ 
tion that every school pupil has asked 
of puxeled parents since the schools 
have begun the collection of peach and 
plum stones to fight German gas. 
The answer Is that the «tones are 
not made into masks, but are trans­ 
formed Into charcoal that ts used In 
the masks. 
The American Chemical society in * 
bulletin explains the matter in this 
way: 
•‘Peach stones are used as the raw 
material for making the best grade of 
absorbent charcoal ever produced; and 
the charcoal is used in the respirator 
for absorbing the deadly gases in the 
Inspired air. 
•‘How does charcoal act? In the first 
place, It is exceedingly porous. It la 
produced, by roasting wood, dried 
blood, or other organic material, and 
this roasting decomposes the material 
into two parts, 6ne of them gasedus, 
wiiich passes olT from the retorts, and 
one of them-solid, which remains be­ 
hind as charcoal. 
Every minute cell 
of the wood and every pnrt of a cell 
gives up some of the gas during the op­ 
eration and thus leaves minute pores 
all through the material. Thus the wood 
charcoal that we know is very bulky 
for its weight and contains innumer­ 
able fine pores. Now this highly por­ 
ous charcoal has a remarkable prop­ 
erty of absorbing certain kinds of sub­ 
stances. 
•‘In the gas mask contaminated air 
passes through a layer of highly ac­ 
tive carbon before^ It reaches the 
mouth, and the poisonous material Is 
absorbed. It is apparent that the more 
active the charcoal is, the more the 
absorbing power can be packed Into 
the small box on the front of the mask. 
Now, all charcoal from all sources i* 
not equally active. Hence, before char­ 
coal >vas used successfully in masks a 
very active form had to be produced. 
And it was found that the hard, dense, 
compact substance of nut shells and 
fruit stones formed the most con­ 
densed and actively absorbing char­ 
coal. The pores of the charred mate­ 
rial" are infinitely fine and numerous 
and hence a given volume of the car­ 
bon will do far more work than the 
same volume of other kinds of char­ 
coal.”

TOMATO WAYS. 


HEX canning, §clect 
tomatoes 
that 
are 
ripe, but not over- 
ripe, nml free from 
blemishes. Scald them 
for two minutes, then 
dip In cold water and 
remove the skins and 
the preen core with 
a sharp knife. 
Pack 
into sterile jars whole 
for the cold pack method, fill each jar 
with boiling hot tomato juice, add a 
teaspoonful of salt to a quart jar and, 
If liked, one to throe teaspoonfuls of 
sugar. 
Cook 25 minutes in a hot- 
water bath. 
Tomato Puree.—This may bo made 
from small or broken tomatoes. Cut 
and cook thoin until the tomatoes are 
soft, thon press the pulp through a 
sieve, discarding the seeds and skins. 
Add one medium-sized onion, two ta­ 
blespoonfuls of chopped sweet poppers 
and a teaspoonful of sugar and a half 
tea spoon fill 
of salt. 
Cook 
all 
to­ 
gether until the mixture is of the Con­ 
sistency of catsup, stirring often to 
keep from burning. 
Pour it Into jars 
and sterilize for 20 minutes in a hot- 
water bath. 
Dried Tomato Paste.—Prepare the 
tomatoes as for canning. Put to cook 
with no water In an enamel kettle; 
when tender put through a sieve and 
cook the pulp until It is very thick, 
then place it over hot water in a slow 
oven, where it may dry out without 
danger of scorching. 
It may be then 
sealed in hot sterile jars or further 
dried on plates, cut in squares and 
stored in moisture-proof containers. 
This paste may be used for soups, 
sauces or scalloped dishes. 
One tea­ 
spoonful of the paste will make a dish 
of soup. 
Spanish 
Pickle«.—Slice 
thin 
one 
peck of green tomatoes, four onions, 
and chop four green peppers. 
Let the 
onions and tomatoes stand over night 
in a cupful of salt. 
In the morning 
drain them and put them Into the pre­ 
serving kettle. 
Add the pepper, one- 
l\alf ounce each of allspice, cloves, and 
peppercorns, one-half cupful of brown 
mustard seed, one pound of brown 
sugar, and enough vinegar to cover 
the mixture. 
Heat gradually to the 
boiling point and boil one-half hour. 
Pour into scalded jars and seal.

New Jersey Chicken Soup.—Reheat 
three quarts of chicken soup. Simmer 
one cupful of rice until it is tender in 
the stock, rub through a sieve, sea­ 
son and reheat. Thicken with one ta­ 
blespoonful 
of 
cornstarch, 
rubbed 
smooth in, a little cold milk. 
Add a 
cupful of boiling cream and one-half 
cupful of chopped 
cooked chicken; 
serve with croutons. 
Chicken 
Soup With 
Dumplings.— 
Chop line two ounces of suet, add half 
a cupful of Hour and salt and pepper 
to season. Add enough cold water to 
make a paste and shape into balls, 
Keheat six cupfuls of stock, drop in 
jrhe balls and simmer 15 minutes. Sea­ 
son to taste and serve. 


Chicken 
Soup 
Hollandalse.— Cut 
Into dice two cucumbers, two carrots 
and two turnips; cover with a quart of 
chicken stock and cook until the veg­ 
etables are tender. 
Season to taste, 
add a tablespoonful of butter and 
thicken with the yolks of four eggs 
beaten smooth with a cupful of cream, 
Pour Into the tureen and add half a 
cupful each of cooked green peas and 
French beans. 
New Orleans Chicken Gumbo. Cut 
up a chicken, dredge the pieces with 
flour and fry brown with a sliced 
onion and four slices of salt pork. Add 
four quarts of water and cook until 
the chicken is nearly tender. Add two 
slices of boiled ham cut in bits, a pod 
of red pepper, two quart# of sliced 
okra and half a can of tomatoes. Sim­ 
mer until the chicken is done, season 
with "salt and pepper and add one tea- 
ifoonful of powdered sassafras. 


Peaches With Marshmallows.—Take 
halves of peaches, arrange in serving 
dishes and poyr over a sauce made of 
the juice thickened with cornstarch 
and a bit of butter added, then place 
a marshmallow in the center of each 
peach and pour the sauce over, chill 
and serve cold.

IIKN" canning, select 
tomatoes 
that 
are 


ripe, but not over- 
ripe, and free from 
blemishes. Scald them 
for t\vo minutes, then 
dip in cold water and 
remove the skins and 
the preen core with 
a sharp knife. Pack 
into sterile jars whole 


for the cold pack method, fill each jar 
with boiling hot tomato juice, add a 
teuspoonful of salt to a quart jar and. 
If liked, one to three teaspoonfuls of 
sugar. 
Cook 25 minutes in a hot- 


water hath. 


Tomato Puree.—This may bo made 


from small or broken tomatoes. Cut 
and cook them until the tomatoes are 
soft, then press the pulp throuph a 
sieve, discarding the seeds and skins. 
Add one medium-sized onion, two ta- 
Llespooaf uls of chopped sweet peppers 
arid a teaspoonful of sugar and a half 
teaspoonful 
of salt. 
Cook all 
to- 


gether until the mixture is of the con- 
sistency of catsup, stirring often to 
keep from burning. 
Pour it into jars 


and sterilize for 20 minutes in a hot- 
water bath. 


Dried Tomato Paste.—Prepare the 


tomatoes as for canning. Put to cook 
with no water In an enamel kettle; 
when tender put through a sieve and 
cook the pulp until it is very thick, 
then place it over hot water in a slow 
oven, where it may dry out without 
danger of scorching. 
It may be then 


sealed in hot sterile jars or further 
dried on plates, cut in squares and 
stored in moisture-proof 
containers. 


This paste may be used for soups, 
sauces or scalloped dishes. 
One tea- 


spoonful of the paste will make a dish 
of soup. 


Spanish 
Pickles.—Slice 
thin 
one 


peck of green tomatoes, four onions, 
and chop four green peppers. Let the 
onions and tomatoes stand over night 
in a cupful of salt. 
In the morning 


drain them and put them into the pre- 
serving kettle. Add the pepper, one- 
Half ounce each of allspice, cloves, and 
peppercorns, one-half cupful of brown 
mustard seed, one pound of brown 
sugar, and enough vinegar to cover 
the mixture. 
Heat gradually to the 


boiling point and boil one-half hour. 
Pour into scalded jars and seal.

FACES TO THE FOE 


Valiant Spirit of Fallen Men Is 
Typified in Attitudes of 
the Dead. 


TROOPS EAGER FOR BATTLE 


Ever Crouching Forward With Their 
Faces Toward Germany, Im­ 
patient to Make World Safe 
for Humanity.

Paris.—Chaplains 
of 
two 
Yankee 
regiments that stormed the slope above 
the Ourcq river came wearily back at 
sundown from tho task of burying 
their dead. 
They were two men spir­ 
itually uplifted and their eyes were 
shining as they made their brief but 
eloquent report. 
“In all that battlefield,” they said, 
“we found, without a single exception, 
that every one of those boys died 
crouching forward.” 
That short dramatic story—a patri­ 
otic eulogy that was an epitaph for 
American heroes—came first under my 
eye when, after a three weeks* Journey 
uf 4,000 miles, I reached Paris. 
Faces Ever Eastward. 
Stories 
of 
the 
valiant 
American 
spirit are old. Yet the proud words of 
the chaplains were tremendously im­ 
pressive. 
They interpreted tho spirit 
of America on tho fighting line in the 
same terms its I had seen it among the 
flesh troops in the convoy across the 
Atlantic, in Kngland, in the French 
port and in the trip across France— 
troops yet to face the Hun. 
Thousands were in that convoy. And 
their faces were ever toward Germany. 
They were grim faces of serious-mind­ 
ed, silent men during the tedious ocean 
trip—silent, strangely, until actually 
on French soil. 
Then they underwent a change. The 
curtail) of solemnity seemed to lift. 
PJie frown of Impatience at delay was 
gone and, in contrast to the silence in 
which they hud received the homage 
of British crowds, they sang rollicking 
war songs, laughed and cracked jokes 
and replied with u Yankee roar to the 
chorus of welcome French crowds gave 
them. 
Their faces were away from the set­ 


ting sun as they waited in tho French 
port for the trains to take them to 
Franco. Their eyes gazed longingly to 
the east, and they eagerly strained for- 
vard as if to hear the far-off boom of 
the guns. 
Every one of those Yankee soldiers, 
fresh from the homeland, was crouch­ 
ing forward—as did tho heroes the 
chaplains told of—with their faces to­ 
ward Germany. 
A complete division, commanded by 
an American major general, disem­ 
barked. And it was just one unit, one 
convoy of the unending stream that 
Uncle Sam is sending across. 
Chafe at Long Wait. 
Tho only worry was whether it 
v'ould be a long wait before it was 
their turn “at bat” against the Hun. 
Submarine rumors hadn't frightened 
them 011 tho way across the ocean. 
They had drilled daily, as best they 
could in tho cramped ship’s area. They 
had taken daily exercise to keep them 
healthful and fit, And they had stood 
guard, in turn, with eyes “peeled” for 
submarines—mostly hopeful that ono 
would turn up just for the delight of 
seeing an American destroyer bomb it 
out of all usefulness. 
There was a boat drill daily on the 
convoy; each man answered roll call 
in his allotted place beside a lifeboat. 
And constantly, save In sleep, each 
man had to wear a life preserver 
strapped about his chest and back. 
Now they’re at the end of tho long 
journey—in France along with a mil­ 
lion and a half fighting men from the 
United States. 
They’re showing early 
that great American spirit—crouching 
forward, with their faces toward Ger­ 
many, impatient to make tlie world 
unsafe for Huns. 
It’s a pity Kaiser Bill couldn’t have 
stood 011 the dock at that French port 
when they landed—just to see them. 


U-BOAT CHASERS 
DO GREAT WORK 


Allies Praise Americans for Part 
They Played in Durazzo 
Engagement. 


ACTIVE DUTY PLEASES MEN 


Squadron of Twelve Commanded by 
Captain Nelson Forms Screen for 
Big Warships—One of Fate's 
Queer Twists. 


London.—A contingent of 12 Ameri­ 
can submarine chasers played a bril­ 
liant and novel part in the Durazzo en­ 
gagement. 
This chaser squadron ef­ 
fectively acted as a screen around the 
big ships engaged in the bombardment 
to protect them against submarines. 
The Americans were under heavy fire, 
but had 110 casualties. 
Capt. C. P. Nelson and Lieut. Com. 
P. H. Bastedo commanded the squad­ 
ron. A large percentage of the officers 
and men were of the naval reserve 
and reports of the operation praise 
their work highly. 
The Americans definitely sank one 
submarine and damaged and probably 
destroyed another. 
After the engage­ 
ment they escorted a British cruiser 
which had been hit by a torpedo safely 
to the base from which the expedition 
started. 
An enemy hospital ship was 
also taken in charge for examination. 
Active Duty Pleases Men. 
Throughout the bombardment and 
when the forces were approaching the 
harbor 
the 
chasers circled 
swiftly 
around the big ships. A report received 
here says the men had a good tlipe and 
evidently were pleased with the suc­ 
cess of the first achievement of this 
character the chasers had attempted 
to work. 
Heretofore they have been 
patrolling, dropping depth charges and 
firing on enemy submarines. 
Austria-Hungary has -at the most 
only two modern battleships left; she 
has lost a large number of small craft, 
and now Durazzo, the advanced base 
of her depleted fleet, has been ren­ 
dered useless, writes the British naval 
expert, Archibald Hurd, in the Daily 
Telegraph. 
Continuing, he says: 
“Durazzo, practically dominating all 
one side of the Adriatic, wfas to the 
Austrians what Zeebrugge was once to 
the Germans. No effort had been 
spared to make it an Impregnable port 
which would be valuable to the Aus­ 
trians, as a base of military forces of 
the quadruple alliance in Albania, and 
in addition be a pistol aimed at the 
allies. 
Sees One of Fate's Queer Twists. 
“In the scheme of attack provision 
had been made by the entente naval 
forces for the co-operation of Ameri­ 
can submarine chasers, of which quite 
a number have been working in the 
Mediterranean. It was an irony of fate 
that whereas the Germans boasted of 


the damage thoir submarines would do 
to the Americans it Was tho submarine 
chasers of our friends which traveled 
about four thousand miles to deal with 
the Gorman partner at his gateway. 
“The American seamen will be cor­ 
dially congratulated by their com,-ados 
In the other allied navies on tho de­ 
struction of two Austrian submarine». 
The attack was a direct and menacing 
challenge 
to 
t lie 
Austro-Hungarian 
fleet, and it presents another effective 
blow struck at the enemy. 
“The task of making a way through 
the mine fields In broad daylight must 
have boon a difficult and hazardous 
one. 
We shall probably learn that 
some of our hardy east coast fisher­ 
men, Englishmen and Scotchmen, had 
a hand in clearing the passage for the 
warships.** 


LABRADOR FISHERY IS SHORT 


Only 50,000 Quintals Are Expectrd 
This Season* Against 2$0,CG0 
in a Good Year. 


St. John’s, N. F.—The Labrador fish- 
v*ryL one of tho principal branches of 
the Newfoundland cod fishery indus­ 
try, threatens to be very short this 
year. Tho fish are shipped direct from 
the coast to European countries, main­ 
ly Portugal, Spain, Italy and Greece* 
and very high prices are obtained now- 
f*flays, virtually double tho figures rul­ 
ing before the war started. 
The Lab­ 
rador fishery of Newfoundland has not 
in late years attained the same pro­ 
portions as formerly when some 20,000 
fisher folk, men, women and children* 
migrated there every summer for the 
fishing season, and the catch in some 
years reached 250,000 quintals. A good 
season at present would represent half 
these figures, whereas-the outlook Just 
new Is that for the 10,000 or 12,000 
people engaged, not more than 50,000 
quintals will be obtained.

ISPATOIIES tell that the Al­ 
banians have joined forces 
with the soldiers of democ­ 
racy. From the pan-Albanian 
Federation of America, Vatra, which 
has its headquarters in Boston, comes 
word that the 70,000 Albanians in the 
United States have purchased nearly 
$1,000,000 worth of Liberty bonds 
through the organization. 
The news 
Indicates that a most ancient and 
hardy nation at last has made the 
proper choice, observes the New York 
Sun. 
Albania stretches along the eastern 
coast of the Adriatic sea, opposite 
Italy, having Montenegro on the north, 
Serbia on the east and Greece on the 
south. 
Albania has a commanding 
place upon the landlocked sea, and 
her harbor at Avlona, one of the fin­ 
est in the world, is considered by mili­ 
tary critics an Adriatic Gibraltar. The 
country is a rugged, wild, heavily 
wooded mountain, complex, undevel­ 
oped and unpatlied. 
Albania became nominally a prov­ 
ince of Turkey in 1408 and remained 
such until 1913, when the London con­ 
ference granted a national independ­ 
ence under a prince chosen by the 
great powers. The Albanians bitterly 
complained at that time about the bor­ 
ders delimited for them on the grounds 
that many purely Albanian districts 
had been given to Montenegro, Greece 
and Serbia. 
Albania was In a sulky 
mood at the outbreak of the great 
war. However, its isolation was char­ 
acteristic, for Albania has stood alone 
throughout its history. 
In this time of flaming national 
prides the Albanian, or Shkypetar, de­ 
serves a 
fleeting notice. 
He has 
fought the longest and the hardest of 
all historic struggles for native land 
and independence, but wild, inhospit­ 
able and untutored in the uses of

The taciturn 
and dour Shkypetar, however, Jms 
fought silently, with morose and un­ 
broken spirit and at lone venture. All 
other Balkan peoples have continuous- 
ly clamored for the sympathy of the 
world. 
Today, however, their hills, swal­ 
lowed up in the overwhelming mael­ 
strom of world war, their land crossed 
by the battle lines of great powers, 
they are living the last chapter of 
their troubled history. Whatever turn 
the great battle in the Balkans may 
take, it apparently can only mean that 
the time has come at last for Albanian 
fiubmergeiice. 
Italians, Austrians and 
Serbians are contending bitterly for 
the last strip of the Shkypetar herit­ 
age, and it seems that the measure of 
their existence has been reached. They 
will emerge from this world shock 
Italians, Serbians or Austrians, and 
the ancient Illyrian will vanish into 
the limbo of forgotten things. 
Fought Without Complaint. 
“There is 110 such thing as Albanian 
nationality!” Bismarck roughly ex­ 
claimed at the congress of Berlin. 
More properly speaking there was no 
Albanian 
diplomatist, 
110 
Albanian 
spokesman. 
There was just a little 
nation to be dealt with according to 
the jrrefutaol«? wisdom of power, just 
the remnants of an ancient race that 
has been forced ever farther into a 
Cringe 
of 
unproductive 
mountains, 
'ihe conflict sustained for more thau 


2,000 years against Greek and SlaT 
and Turk and Frank, by this uncon­ 
querable race, has awakened no echo 
of understanding or applause abroad 
In the civilized world. 
Montenegro’s 
sturdy defiance of the Turk through 
five centuries; the courageous resist­ 
ance of the Serbians; the stolid sur­ 
vival of the Bulgarian under cen­ 
turies of merciless domination, and 
the revival of the Greeks, the natiou 
of illustrious ancestry; all these have 
stirred the world. 
The wrongs and 
the hopes aud the virtues of all other 
Balkan peoples have been told In the 
press everywhere. The Shkypetar has 
continued 
his history into modern 
times of propaganda and press agen* 
cies practically voiceless. 
Overshad­ 
owed and over shouted by the peoples 
around him, he at best received flashes 
of consideration as a possible booty 
or as a race of guerrillas. 
Lord Byron gave the Shkypetar a 
momentary notice, a brief literary 
memorial, when lie said that the wild 
Albanian had never shown an enemy 
his back or broken his faith to a 
guest. The Albanian has asked noth­ 
ing of Europe, and Europe has given 
him nothing but a sad reputation, 
which, judged according to the great­ 
er enlightenment of our civilization, 
lie undoubtedly has deserved. 
Neglected by Missionaries. 
But even the mission schools have 
passed him by ami so he has had lit­ 
tle opportunity to learn the advantage 
of the high moral codes and humani- 
tarism which rule the destinies of civ­ 
ilization. 
Pillaged aud warred upon 
through the centuries, he has become 
habituated to w*ar and pillage. 
The Albanians are the remnants of 
the original inhabitants of Illyria, 
Epirus, Macedonia and Thrace. Over­ 
whelming waves of Celts, Goths, Ro­ 
mans, Greeks, Serbs, Bulgars, Franks 
and Turks have flooded against them, 
but the Shkypetars have ahvays sur­ 
vived the shock; have survived the 
burning of their villages, the wasting 
of their lands, the massacres of their 
people, and have somehow emerged un­ 
broken, uuassimilated upon the stage 
of the twentieth century. 
They have borne the assault of Sla­ 
vonic storm almost since the Euro­ 
pean debut of the Slavs.

Single Handed for Independence. 
Though 
occasionally 
beaten 
and 
forced into narrower limits, lie has ob­ 
stinately refused submission, ha? op­ 
posed a rugged, uncomplaining, uncon­ 
querable spirit to all grievous misfor­ 
tune; and alone, without the sympathy 
of anyone, illiterate, poor in country, 
his few remaining rocks coveted by 
every neighbor, with 110 ally or disin­ 
terested counsellor, at the outbreak of 
the world war the Shkypetar stood 
at the end of a splendid fight of more 
than 2,<JO0 years’ duration, in which 
the armistices have been few 
and 
short, 
And their claims are the best in Eu­ 
rope to the lands they occupy. There 
can be no doubt of the legitimacy of 
their tenure. When the Slavs first ap­ 
peared in the Balkans in the beginning 
of the sixth century the Shkypetars 
had alraidy enjoyed 1,100 years' pos­ 
session. 
True, the Albanian has not been a 
friend to the stranger nor has he been 
a seeker after the stranger’« light, but 
then almost the whole story of his con­ 
tact‘with higher civilization has been 
in battle for his hearth aud home 
against aggression. 
Koine puliced the shores of the Al­ 
banians' country, but left the unbreak­ 
able people largely to themselves. The 
Slavs drove them from many of their 
lands, but could not eru*li or subdue 
them. For more than 1,000 years the 
Shkypetars 
have 
contested 
their 
ground foot for foot against the Slav 
and 
Turk. 
Montenegro 
struggled 
aguiust the Turk a bare five centuries.
